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THE SHIPPING ACT. 
IMPORTANT DECISION BY JUDGE BENEDICT IN THE UNITED STATES CouURT. 


THE UNITED STATES, A. W. TENNEY, 
against the Dist.

Steamship “CITY OF MEXICO,” ( October 2, 1878. 
her tackle, etc. SALTER & COWING. 


THE present is a proceeding to condemn the steamship ‘‘ City of Mexico” in a penalty for an al- 
leged shipment of seamen contrary to the provisions of the act of June 7, 1872, entitled ‘‘ An Act to au- 
thorize the appointment of shipping commissioners by the several Circuit Courts of the United States, 
to superintend the shipping and discharge of seamen engaged in merchant ships belonging to the 
United States, and for the further protection of seamen.”’ 

The facts are conceded to be that the owners of the steamship ‘‘ City of Mexico’’ caused a crew to 
be shipped on board that vessel for a voyage from the port of New-York to the West-Indies and the Re- 
public of Mexico, by written shipping articles executed by the crew on board their vessel, before a No- 
tary Public, and not before the Shipping Commissioner. 

Such a shipment of the crew, the Government contends, is in violation of the 18th section of the 
Shipping act referred to above, and renders the ship liable to a penalty of $200, as prescribed in the 
14th section of that act. 

The argument on the part of the vessel is that the original act of 1790, which requires an agreement 
in writing or in ‘print, in a certain form, with any mariner on any vessel bound from a port of the 
United States to any foreign port, is, as to vessels engaged in voyages like that of the ‘‘ City of Mexi- 
co,” repealed by the passage of the shipping act of June 7, 1872, the latier act being intended to be a 
substitute, in such cases, for the act of 1790—and that by the amendment of the Shipping act of Janu- 
ary 10, 1873, vessels in voyages like that of the ‘‘ City of Mexico” are excepted from the effect of the 
substitute, consequently it is claimed all vessels bound to_the West-Indies and the Republic of Mexico 
are exempted from any legal obligation to have any shipping articles, and, therefore, are not liable to 
any penalty for a shipment in violation of the act of 1872. : 

Upon this question my opinion is that, in the present condition of the statutes, no such effect can 
justly be given to the Shipping act of 1872 as to work a repeal by implication of the original act of 1790: 

It is difficult to suppose that it was the intention of Congress, by any provision in the act of 1872, 
an act declared to be intended for the further protection of seamen, to depart from the uniform practice 
of this Government from its foundation, as of all maritime nations, in the regulation, of the shipment 
of seamen, and to leave all seamen engaged in the extensive commerce included within the language of 
section 12 of the act without any statutory protection as to the mode of hiring them. 

Such has not been the construction given to the act in practice by the merchants, nor was such the 
construction put upon it by the claimants in the present jinstance, for they caused the crew to be ship- 
ped in accordance with the act of 1790. 

The act of 1872, as also the act of 1790, recognizes and should be construed as in harmony with the 
rule of the general maritime law upon this subject. ‘*‘ The maritime law, as a general principle, re- 
quires seamen’s contracts to be evinced by writing.’’ Ware, J., The Crusader, Ware (R. p. 457). By 
the general maritime law then, as well as by the act of 1790, a written contract with this crew was doubt- 
legs required ; certainly such an agreement was not forbidden. 

But by section 13 of the act of 1872, certain rules are prescribedjwhich are to be observed in respect 


. to all written agreements procured to be executed by seamen, one of which is that the agreement shall 


be signed by each seaman in the presence of a shipping commissioner. There is much reason for the 
application of this rule in all cases, for seamen are children, They sign any thing placed before them, 
and such a rule is calculated to prevent the obtaining of their signatures as evidence of their agree- 
ment, except in the presence of a duly authorized officer charged with the duty of phe them 
against imposition and fraud. 

It was for this reason, no doubt, that the thirteenth section of the act, which forbids the execution 
of a written contract with a seaman except in the presence of the shipping commissioner, was made 
generally applicable to all written agreements with seamen. No words in the section indicate an inten- 
tion to limit its effect to the cases of agreements provided for in section 12, and I consider it appli- 
cable to every agreement made in writing by a sailor for his services on any vessel. 

This provision of the law was disregarded in the shipment of the crew of this steamer, and by yir- 
tue of the fourteenth section of the act of 1872, which provides a penalty of $200 for ‘‘ receiving or ac- 
cepting on board any merchant ship who has been engaged or ei contrary to the provisions of 
this act,’ the steamer became liable to that penalty. 

A decree must accordingly be entered condemning the steamer in the sum of $200 and costs.

California's Tonnage in 1874, 


The number of vessels built in California during the past year was 32, aggregating 
2392 tons. This does not include vessels built outside the district, nor the names of 
such ships as the Western Shore, of 1178 tons, and many others of comparatively 
large tonnage, built on Puget Sound and other places, The vessels are all of small, 
tonnage, most of them being bay craft, with a few for the coasting trade, but the re- 
port is satisfactory, inasmuch as it shows a gain on preceding years. Twenty-three 
of the 32 vessels were set up and launched in San Francisco, the remaining nine be- 
ing built at Little River, Humboldt, Point Arena, Suisin, Vallejo, and Oakland.

The following telegram, in answer to one from the surveyor of customs at Cin- 
cinnati, asking how he is to determine when goods are actually on shipboard, under 
section 5 of the act of March 38, 1875, was recently sent to that officer by the Secr etary 
of the Treasury : ‘‘The day on which a vessel receiving goods in a foreign port, is 
fully laden and cleared for departute, is the date defined as that on which goods are 
actually on shipboard bound to the United States.”

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CODE OF FOG SIGNALS. 


Manner of making Signats. 


Every steamer, when under way, shall use a steam-whistle. Sailing vessels, 
and all craft propelled by sails, shall use a fog-horn. 


Fog-signals. 


Whenever there is a fog, whether by day or night, the fog-signals described 
below shall be sounded. 

Sailing vessels and every craft propelled by sails, upon the ocean, lakes, and 
rivers, shall, when on their starboard tack, sound one blast of their fog-horn ; when 
on their port tack, they shall sound two blasts of their fog-horn ; when with the wind 
free, or running large, they shall sound three blasts of their fog-horn ; and when 
lying to, or at anchor, they shall sound a general alarm. In each instance, the above 
signals shall be sounded at intervals of not more than two minutes. 

' Sailing vessels, when not under way, and anchored or moored in the channel or 
fairway of commerce, shall sound the general-alarm signal at intervals of not more 
than two minutes; and all steamers navigating in a fog or thick weather shall, by 
the rules governing pilots, sound the steam-whistle at intervals of not more than one 
minute. 

Upon any craft navigating rivers without being in tow of a steamer, such as 
rafts, flat-boats, wood-boats, and other like craft, a fog-horn shall be sounded at inter- 
vals of not more than two minutes. (See Rule Fifteen.) 


Steamers to give way to Sailing Vessels. 


It shall at all times be the duty of steamers to give to sailing vessels, or other 


water craft not propelled by steam, every advantage, and to keep out of their way. 


Regardiny Fog-horns. 


The selection of an instrument to be employed in giving the fog-signals required 
_ by law must in all cases be left to the master or owner of the vessel, it being only 
necessary that this Department shall so far regulate the selection that instruments 
not effective for the purpose shall be excluded. The Board of Supervising Inspectors, 
having upon examination approved by name the ‘‘ Anderson” and ‘‘ Van Trump” fog- 
horns, either of these instruments, or any other instrument or device for this purpose 
which has a power equal to those designated, or which produces a sound equivalent 
to that of a steam-whistle, will be considered hy this Department sufficient for the 
purposes of the law. 


DUTY OF COLLECTORS OF CUSTOMS. 


Collectors will require all sail-vessels within their respective districts to be pro- 
vided with the lights herein prescribed, and with suitable instruments for making 
the fog-signals mentioned above.

To Collectors of Customs : 


This department has received information that masters of vessels frequently fail 
to comply with the rules and regulations herewith published, relating to the steering 
and sailing of vessels, and to the lights and torches to be exhibited, and fog-signals to 
be sounded in certain cases. The danger to navigation from such failures demands 
that these rules and regulations shall be rigidly enforced, and all violations thereof 
promptly reported and punished in the manner provided for by law. 

In order that all persons concerned, and especially the masters of sailing vessels, 
may be fully apprised of their duties in the premises, you are directed to place a copy 
of this circular in possession of the master of every vessel clearing from your port. 
The instructions herein contained will be observed in the navigation of vessels of the 
mercantile marine of the United States ; and, by the provisions of the Revised Sta- 
tutes, the following rules, from one to twenty-four inclusive, are made applicable to 
the navigation of vessels of the Navy. 


STEAM AND SAIL-VESSELS. 


RULE ONE. Every steam-vessel which is under sail and not under steam, shall be 
considered a sail-vessel ; and every steam-vessel which is under steam, whether under 
sail or not, shall be considered a steam-vessel. 


LIGHTS. 


RvuLE Two. The lights mentioned in the following rules, and no others, shall be 
carried, in all weathers, between sunset and sunrise : 


Lights for Ocean-going Steamers and Steamers carrying sail. 


RULE THREE. All occan-going steamers, and steamers carrying sail, shall, when 
under way, carry— 

(a.) At the foremast head, a bright white light, of such a character as to be visi- 
ble on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least five miles, and 
so constructed as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 
twenty points of the compass, and so fixed as to throw the light ten points on each 
side of the vessel—namely, from right ahead to two points abaft the beam, on either 


side. 


(b.) On the starboard side, a green light, of such a character as to be visible on a 
dark night, with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, and so con- 
structed as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten 
points of the compass, and so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two 
points abaft the beam, on the starboard side. 

(c.) On the port side, a red light, of such a character as to be visible on a dark 
night, with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, and so constructed 
as to show a uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten points of 
the compass, and so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft 
the beam, on the port side. . 

The green and red lights shall be fitted with inboard screens, projecting at least 
three feet forward from the lights, so as to prevent them from being seen across the 
bow. . 


Lights for Towing Steamers. 


RULE Four. Steam-vessels, when towing other vessels, shall carry two bright 
white masthead lights, vertically, in addition to their side lights, so as to distinguish 
them from other steam-vessels. Each of these masthead lights shall be of the same 
character and construction as the masthead lights prescribed by Rule Three.

Lights for Steamers not Ocean-going nor carrying sail. 


Rue Five. All steam-vessels other than ocean-going steamers and steamers carrying sail shall, 
when under way, carry, on the starboard and port sides, lights of the same character and construction, 
ay in the same position as are prescribed for side-lights by Rule Three, except in the case provided in 
Rule Six. 


| Lights for Steamers on the Mississippi River. 


Rue S1x. River steamers, navigating waters flowing into the Gulf of Mexico and their tributaries, 
shall carry the following lights—namely, One red light on the outboard side of the port smoke-pipe, 
and one green light on the outboard side of the starboard smoke-pipe. Such lights shall show both 
forward and abeam on their respeetixe sides. 


Lights for Coasting Steam-vessels, and Steam-vessels navigating bays, lakes. and rive 


RuitE SEVEN. All .coasting steam-vessels and steam-vessels other than ferry-boats, and vessels 
otherwise expressly provided for, navigating the bays, lakes, rivers, or other inland waters of the United 
States, except those mentioned in Rule Six, shall carry the red and green lights, as prescribed for 
ocean-going steamers, and, in addition thereto, a central range of two white lights ; the after light being 
carried at an elevation of at least fifteen feet above the light at the head of the vessel. The head light 
shall be so constructed as to show a good light through twenty points of the compass—namely, from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam, on either side of the vessel, and the after light so as to show 
all around the horizon. 


The Lights for Ferry-Boats 


Shall be regulated by such rules as the Board of Supervising Inspectors for Steam-vessels shall pre- 
scribe. (See additional rules below.) 


Lights for Sailing Vessels. 


Rue Erent. Sail-vessels, under way or being towed, shall carry the same lights as steam-vessels 
under way, with the exception of the white masthead light, which they shall never carry. (See Rule 
Three, 0 and c.) 


Exceptional Lights for Small Sailing Vessels. % 


Rue Nine. Whenever, as in case of small vessels, during bad weather, the green and red lights 
can not be fixed, these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective sides of the vessel, ready for 
instant exhibition, and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their respective 
sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, in such a manner as to make them most visible, and so that 
the green light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard side. To make the 
use of these portable lights more certain and easy, they shall each be painted outside with the color of 
the light they respectively contain, and shall be provided with suitable screens. 


Lights for Steam Vessels and Sailing Vessels at Anchor. 


Rue TEN. All vessels, whether steam-vessels or sail-vessels, when at anchor in roadsteads or fair- 
ways, shall, between sunset and sunrise, exhibit where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceed- 
ing twenty feet above the hull, a white light in a globular lantern of eight inches in diameter, and so 
constructed as to show a Clear, uniform, and unbroken light, visible all around the horizon, and at a dis- 
tance of at least one mile. 


Lights for Pilot Vessels. ° 


Rue ELevEN. Sailing pilot vessels shall not carry the lights required for other sailing vessels, but 
shall carry a white light at the masthead, visible all around the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up 
light every fifteen minutes. 


Lights for Coal Boats, Trading Boats, Rafts, and other like Water-craft. 


RULE TwELve. Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, canal-boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, 
rafts, or other water-craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river, by hand-power, horse-power, sail, or by 
the current of the river, or which shall be anchored or moored in or near the channel or fairway of any 
bay, harbor, or river, shall carry one or more good white lights, which shall be placed in such manner 
as shall be prescribed by the Board of Supervising Inspectors of Steam-vessels. 


Lights for Open Boats. 


RULE THIRTEEN. Open boats shall not be required to carry the side lights required for other ves- 
sels, but shall, if they do not carry such lights, carry a lantern having a green slide on one side, and a 
red slide on the other side, and, on the approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be exhibited 
in sufficient time to prevent collision, and in such a manner that the green light shall not be seen on 
the port side, nor the red light on the starboard side. Open boats, when at anchor or stationary, shall 
exhibit a bright white light. They shall not, however, be prevented from using a flare-up, in addition, 
if considered expedient. 


Lights on Vessels of the United States Navy. 


RoE FourgeEn. The exhibition of any light on board of a vessel-of-war of the United States may 
be suspended whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, the commander-in-chief of a squad- 
ron, or the commander of a vessel acting singly, the special character of the service may require.

FOG-SIGNALS. 


Rute! Firreren. Whenever there is a fog, or thick weather, whether by day or night, fog-signals 
shall be used, as follows: ¢ 

(a.) Steam-vessels under way shall sound a steam-whistle placed before the funnel, not less than 
eight feet from the deck, at intervals of not more than one minute, 

(6.) Sail-vessels under way shall sound a fog-horn at intervals of not more than five minutes. 

(c.) Steam-vessels and sail-vessels when not under way shall sound a bell at intervals of not more 
than five minutes. 

(d.) Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, canal-boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts, or other 


_ water-craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river, by hand-power, horse-power, sail, or by the current 


of the river, or anchored or moored in or near the channel or fairway of any bay, harbor, or river, and 
not in any port, shal] sound a fog-horn or equivalent signal, which will make a sound equal toja steam- 
whistle, at intervals of not more than two minutes. , (See additional rules below.) 


STEERING AND SAILING RULES. 
Sailing Vessels. 


RULE SixTEEN. If two sail-vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of 
collision, the helms of both shall be put to port, so that each may pass on the port side of the other. 

RULE SEVENTEEN. When two sail-vessels are crossing so as to involve risk of collision, then, if 
they have the wind on different sides, the vessel with the wind on the port side shall keep out of the 
way of the vessel with the wind on the starboard side, except in the case in which the vessel with the 
wind on the port side is close-hauled and the other vessel free, in which case the latter vessel shall keep 
out of the way. But if they have the wind on the same side, or if one of them has the wind aft, the 
vessel which is to windward shall keep out of the way of the vessel which‘is to leeward. 


Steam- Vessels meeting. 


RvuLeE EIeHTEEN. If two vessels under steam are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so as to involve 
Ene of collision, the helms of both shall be put to port, so that each may pass on the port side of the 
other. 

RULE NINETEEN. If two vessels under steam are crossing so as to involve risk of collision, the 
vessel which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 


Sail and Steam- Vessel meeting. 
(See Additional Rules.) ' 


RvuLE Twenty. If*two vessels, one of which is a sail-vessel and the other a steam-vessel, are pro- 
ceeding in such directions as to involve risk of collision, the steam-vessel shall keep out of the way of 
theZsail-vessel. 


Steam-vessel approaching another Vessel, or in a Fog. 


RULE TWENTY-ONE. Every steam-vessel, when approaching another vessel so as to involve risk of 
collision, shall slacken her speed, or, if necessary, stop and reverse ; and every steam-vessel shall, when 
in a fog, go at a moderate speed. 


| Vessel overtaking another. 


RvuLE TWENTY-TWO. Every vessel overtaking another vessel shall keep out of the way of the last- 
mentioned vessel. 

RuLE TWENTY-THREE. Where, by Rules Seventeen, Nineteen, Twenty, and Twenty-two, one of 
two vessels shall keep out of the way, the other shall keep her course, subject to the qualifications of 
Rule Twenty-four. 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


RULE TWENTY-FouR."In'construing and obeying these rules, due regard must be had to all dangers 
of navigation, and to any special circumstances which may exist in any particular case, rendering a de- 
parture from them necessary in order to avoid immediate danger. 


Sailing Vessels to be furnished with Signal Lights, and to show Torches. 
(See Additional Rules.) 
“° RULE TWENTY-FIVE. Collectors or other chief officers of the customs shall require all sail-vessels 
to be furnished with proper signal-lights, and every such vessel shall, on the approach of any steam- 


vessel during the night-time, show a lighted torch upon that point or quarter to which such steam-yes- 
sel shall be approaching. 


ADDITIONAL RULES. 


The following additional rules found in the proceedings of the Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam-vesseis and Decisions of the Treasury Department must be strictly observed : 


Lights for Ferry-Boats. 


The lights for ferry-boats with rudders on both ends shall be such as, in the opinion of the Super- 
vising Inspector of the district in which the boats are running, are best adapted to the character of the 
navigation, and to the prevention of accidents by collision or otherwise. 


Globe Lights. 


A globe light may be used in place of the torch mentioned in Rule Twenty-five, when the use of 
such torch would be likely to endanger the safety of the vessel or cargo.

TO BE OBSERVED BY CAPTAINS OR *SUPERCARGOES OF SPANISH AND FOREIGN 
VESSELS WHO MAY ENGAGE IN TRADE IN ANY OF THE PORTS OF THE ISLAND 
OF CUBA. 


ist. The captains or supercargoes of vessels registered for foreign trade who 
may come into any of the ports of entry of the Island, are obliged to present to the 
chief officer of the Custom House, who may visit them after the vessel has come to 
anchor, three manifests without any corrections, and one only certified by the Spanish 
Consul, declaring captain’s name, that of his vessel, the port where it comes from, 
the number of Spanish tons, number of crew, consignee of the bales, packages, and 
every other article he has on board composing his cargo, with their respective marks 
and numbers, the names of the shippers and consignees of the goods, respectively, 
expressing in ciphers and writing the quantity of every article and the kinds thereof, 
or the contents of every package according to bill of lading. If the whole or part of 
the cargo should be of jerked beef, cocoa, or any other article shipped in bulk, the 
cargo must be manifested in Spanish weight or measure. All stores, ammunition, 
arms, tools, instruments, and all other ship utensils must be manifested, and like- 
wise the coals, if the vessel be a steamboat. 


2d. The captains or supercargoes of vessels who should enter in distress into any 
port of the Island must deliver a manifest of their cargoes in the same manner as if 
the vessel were engaged in the trade (excepting being certified by the Spanish 
Consul). 


3d, The same rule pertains to captains or supercargoes of vessels entering in 
ballast. 


4th. The captain who either by stress of weather or by any other fortuitous 
event should have been obliged to throw overboard part of cargo, will note it also on 
the manfest, specifying, though summarily, by the quantities, packages, classes, or 
kinds, with the obligation of presenting to the Custom House this declaration and 
the log-book in support of _ this assertion. 


5th, If the captain or supercargo should not present a manifest or note of vessels 
being in ballast at the moment of the visit which shall take place on casting anchor 
in the port, they are liable to a fine of $200 for the want of said document ; and 
should it not contain the certification of the Consul they shall pay $100 fine; for not 
being in accordance with the formalities expressed in Rule 1st, $25. 


6th. Nothing whatever can be discharged without the permission of the collector 
and knowledge of the commander of the Custom House officers in service. 

7th. Neither is it allowed in the bay to transship goods from one vessel into an- 
other, whether in a small or large quantity, and in case of violation the captains of both 
vessels shall be subjected to a fine of $1000, or the vessel be confiscated. 


8th. If in the outward dispatch from the Custom House the officer detects excess 


of weight or cargo on board, such goods will be confiscated. All goods, products, or ' 


any other article detected in the act of being fraudulently shipped shall likewise in- 
cur the same penalty of a fine and embargo. 


9th. No manifest will be translated, or permits granted for discharging, unless 
the captain or consignee shall have previously presented the register of the vessel to 
the Custom House. (Forty-eight hours are allowed the consignees for obtaining the 
permit to discharge a vessel.)

CUSTOMS. 


CAPTAINS and supercargoes of sailing and steam vessels under Spanish or other flags, employed in 
the importation trade between foreign ports and those of the Island of Cuba, will observe for their 
government the following regulations, from their clearance up to their arrival at the port to which they 
are bound : 

ist. Masters of vessels trading with Cuba must present to the Spanish Consul, at the port from 
whence they sail, a manifest in triplicate (8), without crasure or alteration, which must express : 

2d. The rig, nationality, name of the vessel, number of crew, consignees (no yessel can be con- 
signed to order), Spanish tonnage. (Spanish tonnage is about 11 per cent over American tonnage.) 

3d. The master’s name. 

4th. The port or ports she sails from. 

5th. The names of the shippers, and those of the owners or consignees of the cargo. 

; 6th. The bundles, bales, casks, barrels, cases, and other packages, with their corresponding marks 
and numbers, expressing in writing and figures the exact quantity of each kind. 

"th. The general class of the merchandise or contents of the packages, and their gross weight in 
kilograms. (A kilogram is equal to 27 Ibs. English weight.) 

8th. Similar information as to what is intended for bond or in transit. 

9th. The manifest to conclude by a declaration that the vessel conveys no other goods besides, and 
that those she has on board are not prohibited through fear of infection or otherwise. No entry to 
order is allowed. 

Merchandise in bulk, such as rod and sheet iron, metals in bars and ingots, boards, deals, and 
other woods, and the like, must be declared by their, Spanish weight, measurement, and quantity, 
according to their class. 

Three copies of the manifest have to be certified by the Consul, one of which will be returned to 
the master, and one is to be transmitted to the Custom House authorities at the port to which the 
vessel is bound. Masters of vessels must also be careful to provide re with a bill of health, 


duly certified by the Spanish Consul.

NOTES ON RIGGING. 


Galvanized wire rope, for shrouds and stays, is now universally superseding hemp rope, for the 
following reasons: It is much cheaper, more durable, and will not stretch permanently under great 
strains, as is the case with hemp rigging, thus saving much labor in setting up; and it is fully as elas- 
tic as hemp rope of equivalent size. The great economy of using wire in place of hemp rigging is the 
large reduction in size and weight. (The bulk of wire rigging is only one sixth that of hemp, while the 
weight is one sixth less.) The advantages of lightness are apparent to every seaman ; it offers less resis- 
tance to the wind, and the removal of several tons of weight from the height occupied by the standing 
rigging, increases both the steadiness and stability of the ship. 

Roebling’s wire rope has been made the standard by the United States Navy Department.

When vessels 
anchor in the harbor, 20 cents a ton register ; buoys, $2; clearance, $1 ; pilotage, in 
and out, $1 per foot each way. When vessels anchor outside the harbor, and land, 
transship, or take on board any cargo, landing or taking on board more than two pas- 
sengers, 5 cents per ton ‘register ; buoys, $2 ; clearance, $1. When vessels touch at 
the port for refreshments only, and neither land nor receive any cargo, taking or 
leaving more than two passengers, they shall pay but 10 cents per ton register ; but 
if they discharge or take cargo, leave or take more than two passengers, they shall 
pay 20 cents per ton. On account of calms, vessels are sometimes towed out and in at 
the expense of $5 a boat. Ballast can be obtained at about $5 per ton, delivered on 
the wharf.

Philadelphia is situated on the west bank of the Delaware 
River. 

It possesses an excellent harbor, capable of receiving the largest 
vessel afloat. The steamer Great Eastern lay in 57 feet of water at 
the pier-heads, at low tide. 

Water on the bar at spring tides, 24 feet ; at low tide, 19 to 20 
feet. 

Duck Creek Flats, near New-Castle, is a good harbor for vessels 
detained by ice. 

Keeping Cape Heulopen Light-house on a bearing from W. to 
N. W., and giving it a wide berth of three miles, any size ship can get 
into the bay in safety. 

The principal bar is below Fort Mifflin and the Horseshoe, about 
a mile below the city. 

Vessels are allowed to lie in the stream 24 hours after arrival, 
but can lie up at a wharf on the island just ahead of the Washington 
wharf for 75 cts. a, day. 

There is a wharf at the Point Breeze Gas Works, on the Schuyl- 
kill River, where vessels of 18 feet dranght can discharge coal. 

There is another wharf close to, belonging to the Atlantic Petro- 
leum Storage Company, where vessels of 18 feet draught can also load. 
The bottom alongside both wharves is soft mud. 

The Petroleum Company charge $3.50 per day for wharfage, but _ 
we believe there is no charge by the Gas Company. 
oe Vessels coming up the Delaware, in tow, can generally make an 
agreement to be towed to Point Breeze for the same price as is asked 
for towage to Philadelphia. 

Wharfage dues: For a ship, per day, 16s.; a bark, a brig, or a 
schooner, 12s. per day. 

Pilotage: For vessels inward, up to 12 feet, $3.74 per foot ; over 
12 feet, $4.16 per foot; outward, $3 per foot. 

Vessels in tow to Philadelphia, up to 12 feet, $3 per foot; over 12 
feet, for every foot, $3.33. 

Every vessel arriving from or bound to a foreign port is bound 
by law to take a pilot. 

Every shipmaster is bound to report immediately, on arriving, to 
the Warden’s office, under a penalty of $10; and incurs a like penalty 
if he does not record his clearance before departing. 

Every pilot detained by the master, owner, or consignee, or by 
the ice, is entitled to $3 a day. 

Every pilot obliged by the ice or stress of weather to proceed to 
another port, is entitled to his pilotage; and, if there discharged, to 
8 cts. a mile for every mile he has to travel home. 

: Every vessel obliged to receive a pilot is required to pay $10 
~ winter pilotage.

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AN ACT 


TO REORGANIZE 


THE WARDENS’ OFFICE 


OF THE PORT OF NEW-YORK, 
PASSED APRIL 14, 1857. 


1875.

The People of the State of New-York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : 


Srection 1. There shall be, and hereby is established, a Board of Wardens for the Port of New- 
York, which shall be called and known by the name and title of ‘‘ The Port Wardens of the Port of 
New-York,”’ and shall be composed of nine members (one of whom shall be a resident of the City of 
Brooklyn), three of whom shall be nautical men, who shall be nominated by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, appointed by the Governor, and they shall annually elect one of their number Pre- 
sident, and another Vice-President ; and the said Board of Wardens, first appointed under this act, 
shall be divided into three classes of three Wardens each. The term of office of the first class shall 
expire at the end of one year ; the second class at the end of two years ; and the third class at the end 
of three years. All subsequent appointments shall be for the term of three years, except that any 
vacancy shall be filled for the residue of the unexpired term. Said Wardens shall hold their offices un- 
til their successors shall be appointed and duly qualified. 

Any Warden may be removed for misconduct or neglect of duty at the discretion of the Governor ; 
and any Warden neglecting or refusing to perform the duties of his office, or violating the regulations 
of the Board, after due notice from the Board, shall be liable to suspension by the vote of a majority 
of the whole Board, and during such suspension said Warden shall not be entitled to participate in the 
pay and emoluments of said office, unless reinstated by the Governor, by, and before whom an appeal 
shall be heard and decided. 

SrecTIon 2. The said Board shall have power to appoint a Secretary and fix his compensation, who 
shall hold his office during the pleasure of the Board, said compensation to be paid out of the receipts 
of the office. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep in such books as shall be provided for the 
purpose, a full, true, and complete record of all their acts, proceedings, surveys, and reports, and such 
books shall be open to the public inspection of any person interested therein ; and the said Board of 
Wardens shall have and use a common seal; and each Warden shall have full power and authority to 
administer oaths, examine witnesses, and take affidavits concerning the business of said office, and all 
willful false swearing under such oaths shall be deemed perjury and punished accordingly ; and the 
said Board shall also have full power to make such rules and regulations for their own government and 
the discharge of their duties under this act as they may deem necessary and proper. They shall keep 
an oftice in the City of New-York, at which office a majority of them and their Secretary shall give at- 
tendance daily (Sundays and public holidays excepted), and shall have the exclusive right to perform 
all the duties of Port Wardens for the Port of New-York, specified in this Act. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of said Board, or some one of them, on being notified and requested 
by any of the parties in interest, to proceed in person on board of any vessel for the purpose of exa- 
mining the condition and stowage of cargo, and if there be any goods damaged on board said vessel, 
they shall inquire, examine, and ascertain the cause or causes of such damage, and make a memoran- 
dum thereof, and enter the same in full upon the books of the office ; and if, after the arrival in port 
of any vessel, the hatches shall be first opened by any person not a Port Warden, and the cargo, or any 
part thereof, shall come from on shipboard in a damaged condition, these facts shall be presumptive 
evidence that such damage occurred in consequence of improper stowage or negligence on the part of 
the persons in charge of the vessel, and such default shall be chargeable to the owner, consignee, 
master, or other person in interest (as part owner or master of said vessel), each and all of whom shall 
be primarily liable for such damage, and the said Board shall be exclusive surveyors of any vessel 
which may have suffered wreck or damage, or which shall be deemed unfit to proceed to sea, and shall 
examine the condition of the hull, spars, sails, rigging, and all appurtenances thereof, and they shall 
call to their assistance one or more carpenters, sailmakers, riggers, shipwrights, or other person skilled 
in his profession, to aid them in their examination and survey, provided such person shall not be in- 
terested therein, and all parties so called shall be sworn, and shall each be allowed a fee of two dollars, 
to be paid by the person requiring said examination. The said Wardens shall specify what damage has 
occurred, and record in the books of said oftice a full and particular account of all surveys held on said 
vessel. They shall also be the judges of the repairs necessary to render said vessel again seaworthy, 
or for the safety of said vessel and cargo on the intended voyage. They shall also have exclusive cog- 
nizance of all matters relating to the surveys of vessels and their cargoes arriving at the Port of New- 
York in distress, or damaged in said Port of New-York, and shall be the judges of its fitness to be re- 
shipped to its port of destination, or whether it shall be sold for the benefit of whom it may concern. 
They shall also, if called upon to do so, estimate the value or measurement of any vessel, when the 
same is in dispute or libeled, and record the same in the books of said office. 

SrcTion 4. It shall be the duty of said Board, or some one of them, on being notified and requested 
so to do by any of the parties in interest, to proceed in person to any warehouse, store, or dwelling, or 
in the public streets, or on the wharf, and examine any merchandise, vessels’ materials, or other pro- 
perty said to have been damaged on board of any vessel, and inquire, examine, and ascertain the cause

or causes of such damage, and make a memorandum thereof, and of such property, and record in the 
books of said office a full and complete statement thereof ; and it shall be the duty of said Board, when 
so requested, to furnish a certificate of any record in the books of said office to any party interested 
therein, upon their paying to said Board the regular fee for said certificate. All certificates issued shall 
be under the seal of said office, and signed by the President or Vice-President and Secretary, and said 
certificate shall be evidence of the existence and contents of such record in any Court of this State. 
In all cases of inquiries, examinations, and surveys relating to vessels and cargoes on board thereof, as 
specified in this act, the said Board shall give notice to all persons interested in, or having charge of 
the subject matter of such inquiry, examination, or survey, by advertisement in at least two daily 
newspapers, printed and published in the City of New-York, of the pendency of such inquiry, examin- 
ation, or survey, and of the time and place of completing the same, the expense whereof shall be added 
to, and paid with the fee for making such inquiry, examination, or survey. 

Srcrion 5. It shall be the duty of said Board, or some one of the members thereof, to attend per- 
sonally all sales of vessels when condemned, vessels’ materials, and goodsin a damaged state, which shall 
be sold at public auction in the Port of New-York, by reason of such damage, for the benefit of owners 
or underwriters, or for account of whom it may concern ; and it shall be the duty of Auctioneers mak- 
ing such sales to give due notice thereof to said Board before the sale, and all such sales shall be made 
by Auctioneers under the direction and by order of the Wardens, for which service they shall be entitled 
to receive a commission of one half of one per cent on the gross amount of sales thereof, to be paid to 
said Board of Wardens on demand, by the Auctioneer making such sale, and such property shall be 
exempt from the payment of auction duties to the State ; and it shall be the duty of Auctioneers to 
make monthly statements to said Board, specifying the total amount of each day’s sales made by them 
under this act, which statement shall be filed in said Wardens’ oftice, and the Wardens, when required 
by the owner or consignee thereof, shall certify the cause of such damage, the amount of such sales, 
and the charges on the same, all of which shall be recorded in the books of said office, and the said Board 
of Wardens shall be allowed for each and every survey held on board of any vessel, on hatches, stowage 
of cargo, or damaged goods, or at any warehouse, store, or dwelling, or in the public street, or on the 
wharf, within the limits of the Port of New-York, on goods said to be damaged, the sum of two dollars, 
and for each and every certificate given in consequence thereof, the sum of one dollar, and for each and 
every survey on the hulls, sails, spars, or rigging of any vessel damaged, or arriving at said port in dis- 
tress, the sum of five dollars, and for each and every certificate given in consequence thereof, the sum 
of two dollars and fifty cents, and for each valuation or measurement of any vessel the sum of ten 
dollars, and the compensation and emoluments of said office shall be divided equally between the said 
nine Wardens composing the Board under this Act. 

SEcTION 6. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons except the Port Wardens, duly appointed 
under this Act, to assume to act as Port Wardens, or to undertake the performance of any of the duties 
prescribed in this Act, or pertaining to the said office of Port Warden, and it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to employ any other than the legally appointed Wardens for performance of such 
duties, and it shall also be unlawful for any person or persons to issue certificates of surveys on vessels, 
vessels’ materials, or goods damaged, with the intent to defeat or avoid the provisions of this Act, and 
any person or persons violating the provisions of this Act shail be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall forfeit and pay to the Wardens a penalty of one hundred dollars for each offence committed, 
and the said Board of Wardens or their successors in office may, in their proper name and title, sue for 
aud recover in any court in this State having cognizance thereof, their legal fees or the penalty of this 
pia) for any violation of the laws appertaining to the duties of the Port Wardens of the Port of New- 

ork, 


Section 7. The Governor shall nominate, and, by and with the consent of the Senate, appoint two 
Special Wardens, who shall reside at Quarantine, and whose duty it shall be to act as Wardens only in 
regard to vessels and goods that are actually under and subject to Quarantine detention, and their du- 
ties shall not apply to vessels stopping at Quarantine for the purpose only of visitation by Health 
Officer and not detained. One of the said Wardens shall be appointed for the term of two years, and 
the other, and all subsequent appointments, for the term of three years. Such Special Wardens shall 
make returns in detail of all surveys made by them, and of all other duties by them performed, to the 
Warden’s office in the City of New-York, within forty-eight hours after such survey is made or such 
service performed, and all rules and regulations adopted by the Board of Wardens shall apply to and 

overn said Special Wardens in the discharge of their duties at Quarantine. The Special Wardens at 
Snsrantive shall be allowed and entitled to receive for each and every survey or examination made by 
them the sum of five dollars, and the compensation and emoluments of said oftice shall be divided 
equally between the said Special Wardens, share and share alike. 

Section 8. The said Board of Port Wardens shall keep a full and accurate account of all their re- 
ceipts and expenditures, and transmit to the Comptroller a true copy thereof annually, on the first Mon- 
day of January in each year, and which copy shall be verified by the oaths of the President and Secre- 
tary of said Board, and each Warden shall append to such account an affidavit that he has not taken or 
ae ae any money, or goods, as presents, directly or indirectly, for services as Warden, except the 

egal fees. 

F SEcTION 9. Sections one, two, three, four, five, and six of Chapter Eighteen of the Laws of eighteen 
hundred and nineteen, and Sections one, two, three, and four of Chapter Ninety-three of the Laws of 
eighteen hundred and thirty-one, and Chapter Eighty-nine of the Laws of eighteen hundred and forty- 
four, and Section nine of Chapter Sixty-two of the Laws of eighteen hundred and forty-six, and all 
Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately.

BOOMS, ETC., RIGGED IN. SEE 4TH AND 7TH REGULATIONS. 


The following Ordinance, amending the Port Regulations respecting vessels’ jib-booms, was passed 
and ratified in City Council, February 11th, 1851 : 


‘‘ Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Charleston in City Council assembled, 
and by authority of the same, That the Fourth Regulation, as contained in the first section of an Or- 
dinance entitled ‘An Ordinance to Establish Regulations for the Port of Charleston, defining the Du- 
ties of the Harbor Master, and concerning Passengers in vessels arriving at said Port,’ and ratified the 
second day of September, 1840, be and the same is hereby altered and amended, so that the Harbor 
Master and his Assistant shall be authorized to use their discretion in allowing ‘jib- booms of vessels 
hauled into any dock or wharf to_remain rigged out, where, in their judgment; no other vessel will be 
prejudiced thereby.”’ 


Every ship, vessel, and steamer lying within any.part of the port and harbor, excepting such as are 
in the docks or at the wharv es, must have a good light, placed conspicuously amidships, . and twenty 
feet above the deck of the vessel, to be kept burning from dark until daylight. Penalty, twenty-five 
dollars for every offense or neglect of the same.

THE VIRGINIA PILOT LAW. 
APPROVED MARCH 13, 1872. 
Ae Ne ALE. T, 


To repeal Sections one, two, three, four, five, six, nine and ten, of the Act entitled an Act to amend and re-enact 
and repeal certain Sections of the Code of Virginia in relation to pilots, passed February 19th, 1866, and to 
amend and re-enact Sections one, seven, eleven, thirteen, fifteen, seventeen, twenty-four, and twenty-eight, of 
Chapter Ninety-two, of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty. 

1. Be it enacted, by the General Assembly of Virginia, That the first section of an act to amend and re-enact, 
and repeal certain sections of the Code of Virginia, in relation to Pilots, passed February nineteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, be and is hereby repealed ; and the First Section of Chapter Ninety-two of the Code of eighteen 
hundred and sixty is hereby re-enacted, so as to read as follows: 

Src. 1. The Court of Elizabeth City County shall appoint five persons to constitute a Board of Commis- 
sioners, to examine persons applying for branches as pilots, who shall meet at the town of Hampton; and the Hust- 
ings Court of Norfolk City, an equal number, to constitute a Board of Commissioners for the same purpose to meet 
at the City of Norfolk. 

2. The Third Section of Chapter ‘Ninety-two, of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby repealed. 

8. The Second Section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed; and the Seventh Section of Chapter Ninety-two, 
of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby re-enacted to read as follows: 

SEc. 7. eat pilot, or the Company to which he belongs, shall keep one sufficient boat of at least eighteen 
feet keel, which he shall be attached to and cruise in, and any one acting as a pilot without having such a boat, shall 
forfeit one hundred and fifty dollars. P 

4, The Third Section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed ; and the Eleventh Section of Chapter Ninety-two, 
of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Sec. 11. If any person not authorized by law, or any pilot after removing from the State, shall undertake to con- 
duct or pilot a vessel to or from sea, or to or from any port or place in Virginia, orif any master or person on board 
any steamboat or tow-boat, not towing exclusively on the James or Elizabeth rivers, shall tow a vessel to or from sea, 
or to or from any port or place in Virginia, except as authorized by this act, without having a*pilot on board such 
vessel, if one shall offer his services, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be imprisoned in the county or city jail for not less than one nor more than three months, and fined any sum, 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, at the discretion of the Court, and,any master employing any person not author- 
ized by law, or any pilot who has removed from the State, or any steamboat or towboat not towing exclusively on 
James or Elizabeth rivers, when such boat is not authorized by law to conduct his vessel, to act asa pilot of his 
vessel, shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars to any regular branch pilot who shall sue {for the same; and war- 
rants for such offenders may be issued upon the oath of any party complaining, by any justice of the peace of an 
county, or mayor or justice of the peace of any city, in this State, in which such offender may be at the time; and, 
upon proof of probable cause, the offender shall be bound, with security in due form of law, to appear at the next 
term of the Circuit, County or Hustings Court, of said county or city, for trial of such misdemeanor; and the Cir- 
cuit, County or Hustings Court, of said county or city, shall have jurisdiction for the trial thereof, as in other cases 
of misdemeanor. 

5. The fourth section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed ; and the thirteenth section of Chapter Ninety-two, 
of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby re-enacted to read as follows: 

Sec. 13. The master of every vessel (other than a coasting vessel having a pilot license) inward bound from sea, 
shall take the first Virginia pilot that*offers his services, Cape Henry bearing west of South; and any such vessel 
outward bound, shall take the first pilot that offers his services west of Old Point Comfort; and any master refus- 
ing to do so, shall immediately pay to the said pilot full pilotage from sea to Hampton Roads, or from Hampton 
Roads to sea, as the case may be~> but;no master of a vessel coming from sea shall be compelled to take a pilot after 
ale within the line at which Cape Henry bears West of South. 

6. The fifth section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed ; and the fifteenth section of Chapter Ninety-two, of 
the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby re-enacted to read as follows: 

Sec. 15. No master shall be required to have a pilot to conduct his vessel or steamboat above Hampton Roads, 
Yorktown, Mobjack Bay, Urbana, or Smith’s Point on the Potomac ; but he may by himself, or by any person regu- 
larly employed on naatas pilot his own vessel, or he may employ the services of any towboat regularly employed 
onthe James or Elizabeth rivers to pilot his vessel ; provided, that should the master of such vessel employ a pilot, 
he shall not employ any other than a branch pilot, under the penalty prescribed in the second clause of section 
eleven‘of this act. 

7. The sixth section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed ; and the seventeenth section of Chapter Ninety-two, 
of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Sec. 17. Pilots shall have pilotage at the following rates: For every registered vessel owned by citizens of the 
United States, and for every vessel owned by a citizen or subject of any foreign State, whose vessels are, by treaty,

8. The ninth section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed, and the twenty-fourth section of Chapter Ninety- 
two of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty is hereby re-enacted to read as follows: 

Src, 24. If any pilot offers his services within the Capes to a vessel from sea and such services are received, he 
shall have only half the pilotage prescribed for conducting a vessel from sea to Hampton Roads. 

9. The tenth section of the act aforesaid is hereby repealed ; and the twenty-eighth section of Chapter Ninety- 
two of the Code of eighteen hundred and sixty is hereby re-enacted to read as follows: 

Src. 28. The first pilot who meets a vessel coming in which his branch entitles him to conduct, shall have the 
right to take charge of and conduct her into York River, Hampton Roads, Mobjack Bay, or to Urbana, or Smith’s 
Point, aforesaid, and to receive the pilotage allowed by law. 

10. This act shall be in force from its passage.
